EMBARGO GOES 
ON N. DAKOTA | 
WHEAT CROPS 


_ State Governor Invokes 
New Legisletive Power | 
to Boost Price 


BISMARK, N.D, Oct. 17—Gover- 
nor Williem Langer yesterday sign- 
ed a proclamation prohibiting ship- 
ment of wheat from North Dakota, 
effective at midnight Wednesday, 
and continuing indefinitely 

The governor of the United States’ 
leading wheat producing stete of 
1933 acted, he seid, in an effort to 
“Restore to our fermers a buying 
power with which to maintain a 
livelihood, and to stimulste com- 
merce and trade among our people 

“Prices now being paid farmers- 
for their wheat are unconscionable 
with the cost of production and re- 
sults in en unwarranted drein on 
the natural resources of our state,” 
sald the proclamation 

Governor Langer took his action 
under authority granted him by the 
1933 legisjature. Use of national! 
Suardsmen would be permitted to} 
enforce the terms of the embargo 
if he deems it necessary. “

In the following timely special article for The 
Rulletin, Mr. Elliott expresses the view that certain 
large intcrests would welcome a war at this time. 
Propaganiists whose work is to divert the public 
mind from peace problems, are at work, he asserts, 
active in the service of those who would profit by 
warfare.

The building of engines of war and the manu- 
facture of munitions of war has always been in the 
hands of people who have maintained at all times 
and in important places a highly organized and 
efficient staff of war propagandists. It will be re- 
called the: in the early meetings of the peace and 
disarmament conventions at Geneva, the highest 
paid official working there was disclosed to be the 
agent of a war munitions syndicate. The munitions 
lobby is probably the best financed and most uni- 
versal in the world, 

Liquor people also take every possible step to 
protect and extend their trade. The movement to 
repeal prehibition in the United States shows what 
a highly financed and disciplined organization can 
do 

High tariff interests also are highly and efficient- 
ly organized, with myriads of orators who proclaim 
that their doctrines give the workingman a full

“LOBBIES” ARE COMBINED 

These three great lobbies are now combined in 
a concentrated effort to bring on a big war, It is 
necessary to get the public mind turned away from 
the fact that the workingman has nowhere to go 
with a dinner pail now, and from the fact that 
whiskey and gesoline won't mix in an automobile.

WORK OF PROFITEERS 

The Jepanese do not want any war; they want 
something to eat. The only danger is that propa- 
ganda may build up, first ill-feeling, mext fear of 
war, and then war, 

The next time you read any of this propaganda 
just remember that the American people and the 
Japanese people have nothing to do with it; and 
that its most interested readers are men who ap- 
praise its value from an angle in which sentiment 
has no part, and for whom the sacrifice of the lives 
of cther people is a highly necessary step in the 
making of profits. 

From Europe come floods of warnings that the 
Gertaans are getting ready to take the warpath; 
that the French prefer fighting to peace, that Russia 
is working to overturn all other governments; and 
that the uther European countries are ip a state of 
war hysteria. This is only true to the extent to 
which the nerves of the nations are inflamed by war 
propagandists One-half the energy deyoted to 
building up a war, would, once turned into the 
work of peace. be an insurance against war for 
years to come.

The French Government is rushing 
legislation through parliament “to allay 
the fear of inflation.” 

The Government of Canada would call 
a special session of parliament and rush 
through similar legislation if it could 
thereby get rid of the same fear. 

Premier Bennett told his western audi- 
ences Canada may face the worst crisis in 
its history, during the coming months. He 
did not say what is to bring about the 
crisis. That was not necessary. The “forces 
beyond control” can be guessed by anyone 
who reads his paper attentively. 

President Roosevelt is nearing the time 
when he will have to revalue the United 
States dollar, downward—probably to half 
its nominal gold value. When he does so 
Canada will face the alternatives of losing 
its foreign trade or of doing some “‘inflat- 
ing” or reflating on its own account. 

That is the prospect that is frightening 
our “sound money” Government into a fit 
of gloom. 


NO “CONVERSION” 

Three months ago the public were in- 
vited to expect that a Dominion conversion 
loan of $500,000,000 would be launched 
this fall in Canada. The object was to pay 
off some maturing bonds, and to call in an 
equal or larger amount of unmatured 
bonds and replace these with bonds carry- 
ing a reduced rate of interest. 

The saving in interest was estimated to 
run to a very large figure. The success of 
the British conversion loan of last year 
was cited as an example to Canadian in- 
vestors and as proof of the wisdom of thus 
cutting down the interest rates on this 
large volume of Canada’s obligations. 

For whatever reason, the conversion 
loan of $500,000,000 dwindled down into a 
refunding loan of $225,000,000. That is to 
say, the maturing bonds are being re- 
placed by others, at reduced rates, but 
there is no calling in and conversion of un- 
matured bonds. Those are being left in the 
hands of the holders, British precedent to 
the contrary notwithstanding, and the pre- 
paratory propaganda as well. The taxpay- 
ers are to continue paying the present 
rates on the $275,000,000 of securities it 
was formerly intended to withdraw and re- 
place by bonds carrying lower rates. 

Parliament should find out when it 
meets why the conversion loan plan was 
abandoned and the high interest rates 
maintained on $275,000,000 of outstand- 
ing bonds, On 


THE HITLER REBELLION 

Mr. Hitler has served notice on the 
League of Nations that Germany will have 
nothing more to do with disarmament de- 
bates and will withdraw from the League 
two years hence. The Reichstag has been 
dissolved and the German voters are to be 
asked to endorse his rebellion policy by 
electing Nazi members in a majority large 
enough to give it effect. 
That they will do so seems fairly prob- 
able, Whatever outsiders may think about 
him, Hitler is the man of the hour in Ger- 
many. That the voters will desert him, and 
say they want Germany to continue dis- 
armed in the middle of an increasingly 
heavily-armed Europe, is not very likely. 
Nothing is to be gained by scouting the 
fact that, to the people of Germany, Hit- 
ler ig fighting for equality of right for 
their country with others. When Germany 
was dis-armed at the close of the war, 
undertakings were given that the Allied 
countries would adopt a policy of general 
and ual disarmament for themselves. 
The ce of military power was to be 
restored over a course of years by all- 
round reduction of armament. 
Those undertakings have not been kept. 
Britain has gone the limit; but the con- 
tinenta! Allies have increased their arma- 
ments, and Europe is now more heavily

A CENTRAL BANK COMING 


Ottawa despatches say Mr. Bennett's 
speech at Winnipeg was interpreted at the 
capital as meaning that a central bank is 
to be established in Canada. 

Ottawa must be singularly slow at read- 
ing the signs of the times if it did not long 
ago detect the shadow of that coming 
event. Elsewhere it has been observable 
ever since Canada’s’ Premier voted at Lon- 
don that central banks should be establish- 
ed in all countries. 

Nothing is much more certain than 
that a central bank will be created by legi- 
slation to be brought down at the comin 
session of parliament. Mr. King poeed 
the establishment of such a bank at last 
session. The idea met with immediate and 
wide approval—except in banking circles. 
From that quarter came instant and posi- 
tive assurance that the finance depart- 
ment can and does perform all the proper 
functions of a central bank. 

But the attitude of the banks has 
changed visibly in the meantime. A central 
bank being inevitable, they would rather 
have it established now and under “sound” 
money auspices, than later on and with 
other purposes in view. It is now pro- 

-claimed in one of the bank reviews that 
what Canada needs is a “body of thought- 
ful and resolute men,” “backed by the 
power of the state,” sitting somewhere in 
seclusion and making monetary policy for 
the country. 

A central bank is not necessarily good 
or necessarily bad. That depends upon 
what kind of a bank it is, who directs it, 
under what code of instructions, and with 
what objects in view. The outloék is that 
Canada will get a central bank when par- 
liament meets again, and that it will be 
precisely the kind of a central bank the 
public do not want and will have no cause 
to welcome.

Glancing over a newspaper serial which tells 
about the destruction of this earth by collision with 
another planet, and the escape of numbers of 
people from the earth to a sister planet of the in- 
truder by means of rocket ships of the air, and then 
reading notices of a cheap reprint of Edward 
Bellamy's “Looking Backward,” one is reminded 
that the imaginings of one generation becomes the 
truth of a succeeding generation.

When I read “Looking Backward” as a school- 
boy, it had something of the same clement of the 
weirdly improbable that today's story of the clash 
of the planets has. Yet to read “Looking Backward” 
today, is to realize that with telescopic eye, in the 
eighties of last century. Bellamy saw things that 
are coming to pass in the thirties of this century, 

The title is a little misleading, all the more so 
because Philip Rappaport long before Franklin 
D. Roosevelt wrote his book of the same name, 
had one called “Looking Forward.” However, 
Julian West, the leading character in Bellamy's 
romance of prophecy, really was looking backward 
on the past. 

He was a man of wealth and culture and a 
sufferer from insomnia. He goes to extreme lengths 
to overcome his insomnia. To shut out noise he 
has a special subterranean bedroom built deep in 
the carth and hermetically sealed, save for an air- 
shaft worked by a windmill to supply fresh air. 
Even here he could not sleep without the benefit 
of mesmerism. 

While West is in an hypnotic sleep, the house 
over his head ic destroyed by fire. His valet 
perishes in the flames. West sleeps on. He gets a 
real good sleep this time. He sleeps for 113 years 
till discovered by workmen engaged in excavation 
work. He wakens to a wonderful new world in 
the year 2,000 A.D.

Remember that in the eighties, the gramophone 
had not been invented, and radio was undreamt of, 
yet Bellamy has his hero invited by his hostess 
into her music room to something very like a radio 
program. Says Bellamy: 

“Please look at today’s music,” she said, 
handing me a card, “and tell me what you 
prefer. It is now five o'clock, you will re- 
member.” 

The card ‘bore the date September 12, 2000, 
and contained the longest program of music 
I had ever seen. It was as various as it was 
long, including a most extraordinary range 
of vocal and instrumental solos, duets, quar- 
tettes and various orchestral combinations. I 
remained Bewildered by this prodigious list 
until Edith’s pink finger-tip indicated a par- 
ticular section of it, where several selections 
were bracketed with the words “5 p.m.” against 
them. Then I observed that this prodigious 
program was an all-day one, divided into 
twenty-four sections, answering to the hours. 
West chose an organ number and was sur- 

prised at the simplicity with which the music was 
obtained. 

As far as I could see she merely touched one 
or two screws and at once the room was filled 
with the music of a grand organ anthem. ... 
“Wait a moment please,” said Edith, “I want to 
have you listen to this waltz before you ask 
any questions,’ and as she spoke the sound 
of violins filled the room with the witchery 
of a summer night. 

Edith explains the seeming mystery to West: 

“We have carried the idea of labor saving 
by co-operation into our musical service, as 
into everything else. There are a number of 
music rooms in the city, perfectly adapted 
acoustically to the different sorts of music. 
These halls are connected by telephones with 
all the houses in the city whose people care to 
pay the small fee and there are none, you may 
be sure, who do not.” 

Tuis is one branch of art and service in 
the dream has been outpaced by the reality.

Bellamy ventured on prophecy in other direc- 
He has a character, Dr. Leete, tell West 
how early in the twentieth century there came a 
depression due to the gigantic concentration of 
capital into the hands of a few. Without violence 
or bloodshed the American nation takes over the 
great trusts and industries. He says: 

. at last, strangely late in the world’s 
history, the obvious fact was perceived that 
no business is so essentially the public business 
as the industry and commerce on which the 
people's livelihood depends.” 

The Technocrats, with their plans for a four- 
hour day for five days a week for six months of 
the year, for those between the ages of 25 and 40 
years, will find some comfort in Bellamy’s pro- 
phetic book. He has all able-bodied men drafted 
into the “industrial army” of the nation at the age 
of 21, just as in many countries the youth at 18 is 
drafted into the military army. When West en- 
quires whether they are being drafted for life, Dr. 
Leete replies: 

“Oh, no; it begins later and ends earlier 
than the average working period in your day. 
Your workshops were filled with children and 
old men. We hold the period of youth to be 
sacred to education, and the period of maturity, 
when the physical forces begin to flag, equally 
sacred to ease and agreeable relaxation. 

“The period of industrial service is twenty- 
four years, beginning at the close of the course 
of education at twenty-one and terminating 
at forty-five. After forty-five, while discharged 
from labor, the citizen still remains liable to 
special calls, in case of emergencies causing 
a sudden great increase in the demand for labor 
till he reaches the age of fifty-five, but such 
calls are rarely, in fact, almost never, made.”

Some earlier poet or romancer than Edward 
Bellamy gave an account of how work came into 
the world. He conceived it as a doom upon man- 
kind; “in the sweat of thy brow shalt thou cat 
bread.” One of the ironies of Thanksgiving Day, 
1933, was that many a man gave thenks for being 
nurnbered among the doomed; many a man freed 
from the obligation to work, uttered a prayer that 
next year he might be numbered among those who 
toil for bread, 

Bellamy pictures October 15th as the National 
Thanksgiving or Muster Day, when each year those 
who have attained the age of forty-five are re- 
leased from duty in the industrial army, and those 
who have attained the age of twenty-one take their 
places. 

I'd be very glad if the Bellamys and Dr. Leetes 
could work out a scheme whereby men who have 
attained the age of fifty, would be freed from 
debts, taxes, alimony obligations and toil, and be 
left free to ramble the countryside, buiéd boats or 
read books.

Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy 
TREATMENT OF COLDS 

When a femous doctor was asked what he would 
give a man with a cold he said, “Ten days.” By 
this he meant that time alone will cure most colds. 
This statment is true to a great extent, yet by 
neglecting a cold it may be that some serious 
complications will follow which could be easily 
avoided by using the right treatment at the right | 
time. 


The following is the treat- 
ment which I have found to 
afford the most rapid relief in 
overcoming colds. When a se- . 
vere cold with fever exists the | 
sweating treatment is probably 
the very best measure you | 
could use. After taking an en- 
ema, the patient is to take a 
hot bath and get into bed, us- 
ing coverings for the body 
which are only of wool. Hot 
water bottles are to be placed 
at the feet and extra woolen 
blankets used as covering. The 
patient is to be tucked in, or

pinned in, so that no cold air enters around the 
shoulders. He is then to drink hot lemonade, which 


will assist in starting a sweat. Or, instead of the 
lemonade you may prepare a grapefruit infusion. 
This is made by cutting all of a grapefruit, includ- 
ing the skin, into small pieces and pouring over 
one grapefruit one quart of boiling water. Allow 
to stand for one half hour and then give to the pa- 
tient, using from four to eight ounces every thirty 
minutes. 7 

The patient should be induced to sweat for as 
long as necessary, until there is no abnormal tem- 
perature. It is not necessary to change the woolen 
blankets oftener than once a day and the sweating 
should not be interrupted for any reason during 
the first few hours, not even to give an enema. As 
soon as the temperature is normal, the patient is 
to be changed to warm dry clothing, but kept well 
covered for several hours. 

Follow the sweating treatment with a fruit juice 
fast for a few days, until the acute symptoms have 
subsided, using orange juice, or tomato juice or 
pineapple juice. An eight ounce glass of the juice is 
to be taken every two hours, The fruit juice fast 
quickly makes the blood more alkaline and reduces 
the acid condition which is often present in the 
average cold. An enema is to be taken each day 
of the fasting regimen. ~ | 

Paper handkerchiefs which may be burned 
should be used. It is also advisable for the sufferer 
to keep away from others while he has a cold. The 
use of the diathermy and the deep-therapy lamp is 
frequently beneficial in abating a severe cold. Some 
patients find that such measures as irritating the | 
nose with warm water mixed with salt or with 
soda, or inhaling various menthol or eucalyptus 
preparations will aid in soothing the irritation. 
Local treatments of this kind are usually an indi- 
vidual question; if you find that they give comfort 
it may be advisable to use them. However, for the 
curative ireatment you should employ the fasting 
and sweating treatment. ! 

Those who have several colds a year should use 
the following measures to prevent them: In the 
first place you are to follow a careful diet. Each 
day you are to eat two large helpings of salad, two | 
or more cooked non-starchy vegetables, and you are | 
to take one large glass of fruit juice cither one hour } 
before breakfast or just before retiring. Sometime 
during the day you are to set aside a ‘regular period 
of exerci:ing. Walking is one of the best forms 
of outdoor exercise you can get. Follow the walk 
with a shower and a vigorous rub-down. If pos- 
sible take ultra-violet light treatments three or | 
four times a week, as these are helpful in reducing 
colds. If the weather permits, take sunbaths. Wear | 
a moderate amount of clothing and avoid over- | 
bundling. | 

You ave to be careful to keep the intestinal ac- 
tion regular. Until such time as the diet and exer- 
cise enab'e the bowels to act freely use the enema. | 
You are aiso to get eight hours sleep per night, as 
you will avoid colds better if you keep well rested. 

By observing the above rules you should remain 
perfectly free from colds and will also build up 
your general health in every way. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. Max K. writes: “What, in 
your opinion, is the best way to rid oneself of 
athlete's foot? Would sunning the affected part 
help to any great extent?” 

ANSWER: The most satisfactory treatment | 
that I have found is to thoroughly burn the skin | 
where the infection is present with the ultra violet. 
Raying it is not effective. The skin must peel and 
every part affected must be thoroughly treated 
at the same time. This treatment should be fol- | 
lowed by an application of some good antiseptic 
solution over and around the area affected. As a 
number of different fungi may be responsible for 
the condition, it may be necessary to experiment 
with the antiseptic to find out which would be , 


most effective. I would suggest that you try argy- | 
rol, mercurochrome, hexylresorcingl or thymol.

Gen. Hornby 
noted that in addressing the Empire 
Club at Toronto, he had suggested
